"When I saw the Germans in 


the Champs Elysees, 1 wept," said 
a young: Polish lieutenant, a liai- 
son officer between the Warsaw 
underground and the exiled gov- 
ernment in London. 


"I fought the Germans in 1939." 


he explained. "I saw my country 
fall. 
I 
watched the Germans 


overrun 
Warsaw. 
1 witnessed 


their brutality and the suffering 
of my people. 
I escaped twice 


from 
German prisons. 
I 
went 


through all this dry-eyed. 
But 


when I saw the nazis-in Paris. I 
could not keep back the tears." 


All over the world people have 


shared this young Pole's sorrow at 
the indignities which Paris bore 
under the occupation. Even those 
who never saw Paris understand 
the feeling'. 
For Paris embodies 


so many of those qualities which 
the world calls "civilized." 


No one claimed that Paris was 


a model city, but few denied that 
it was without a peer among world 
capitals. 
To. some it symbolized 


gaiety or wit, to others it was the 
ancient citadel of free and vigor- 
ous thought, or the cradle of mod- 
ern ' European democracy, or the 
center of art and fashion. It was 
not necessary to know Paris in- 
timately to know that 
it 
was 


unique and,unforgettable. 


1 The stolid, square-headed, sad- 
istic neighbors'1 from the cast felt 
these .thpgs, too. They coveted 
Paris and occupied'it. But some- 
how they-must have known from 
the first that they did not belong. 
They could neither become Pari- 
sians nor transform the city into 
a' provincial German capital. No 
matter how much they strutted, 
they must have felt awkward and 
inferior.' 


The, French have a theory, a 


credible one, that the Germans 
perennially make war on them(be; 
cause of an ancient and consum- 
ing envy. This may explain why 
Paris .was spared much of the 
physical destruction that the nazis 
visited upon other cities. It may 
also explain why the nazls. when 
they found they could not possess 
Paris, resorted to insults and cm- 
city. 
Paris retaliated with un- 


tiring hatred and contempt of the 
invaders, but this could not pre- 
vent the sufferings" which its resi- 
dents had to endure. 


Now, with liberation, that suf- 


fering- has ended.

His regular working day lasted 


between 10 and 18 hours.'He re- 
marked that this was belter than 
to keep everybody else awake by 
snoring. If he could wedge in a 
few minutes for exercise he went 
cut wiih a handball and "had a 
catch" with some of the officers. 
Originally hc had planned to exer- 
cise with a medicine ball, but hc 
lost it overboard in transit.

J-TE was a picturesque figure as 


he traveled back rind forth to 


the battlcfronts by plane or jeep. 
Generally he wore what lie called 
his "goop suit," his nickname for 
the tankman's "zoot suit." This 
consisted of a pair of pants which 
came up to the armpits with the 
bottoms buttoned around his shoes. 
For a coat hc wore a heavy battle 
jacket; instead of the regulation 
military cap. a heavy knitted hel- 
met covered his head. 


We can see him as he holds im- 


portant conferences under the 
wings of Flying Fortresses or in 
scanty field headquarters, or stand- 
ing in a jeep, traveling over COO 
miles a day. And hc covered a lot 
of territory. 


He once left hi: headquarters at 


3 a. m. and arranged to meet vari- 
ous commanders along the way, 
working until midnight. Then hc 
lay down for three hours of sleep 
and began again until he returned 
at noon the following dny to head- 
quarters. There he held confer- 
ences until dinner time, and then 


ordinary C or 1C rations of the 
troops. These consisted of hard 
biscuits, chocolate, coffee, canned 
vegetables, and stew. This hc ate 
cold. Bather than to take the time 
to heat the coffee, hc drank water 
from his canteen.

Roosevelt had arrived in North 
Africa, the first time a president 
of the United States had ever left 
liis country in wartime—and the 
first time a president had ever 
cros-jcd the Atlantic in an airplane.

Eisenhower as hc landed in Casa- 
blanca, in French Morocco. 


He had come to discuss strategic

The.delay is attributed to "con- 


ditions beyond control of anyone 
concerned." but the warning- is 
evaluated as only "an added pre- 
caution." which still would have 
come too late lo be of substantial 
use. 
Yet. the fact remains that 


the two commanders were still un- 
der restraints, forbidden'to adopt 
a state of preparation that might 
have caused alarm among 
the 


civilians. 


The limitation of the Roberts 


commission's field of inqiniy so as 
lo exclude examination of official 
conduct in Washington obviously 
blocked access to historic facls 
which arc an important part of 
the whole story, and should be the 
properly of the people. And. al- 
though the commission had 
no 


right to pass judgment on Kim- 
sel and Short, considering that it 
was instructed only to provide a 
basis for sound decisions, it never- 
theless went beyond that limita- 
tion in convicting these two men 
of dereliction. The preamble does 
nol sny who was lo make those 
"sound decisions" after it had pro- 
vided the basis for them. Possibly 
the public was to make the "sound 
decisions." But in that case the 
commission's conviction of the two 
officers, the vindication on the 
three secretaries in Washington 
and the implied vindication of the 
president, were prejudicial to Kim-' 
me! and Short and politically fa- 
vorable to Roosevelt. The conclu- 
sions were gratuitous in two re- 
spects, first in exonerating- civil- 
ians whose conduct was not with- 
in its .scope and second, in con- 
demning men who had not been 
placed on trial or even served with 
charges according to law.
